An extraordinary storj of gross su-

The corpse 
sat bolt u[)right, while and joliy-liko 
as a now scald(!d,i)ig luul Sallio Bootli 
hold on to.hia shouklors giggling and 
laughing.'' ■'Th®, .^pootatora ;Wcro pier 
ced .witS'KorrdK viBuli as they stood 
jaotionlesB and sileut, and saw th« 



girl embrace the clammy corpse and 
cry, "Kiss mo, Hnwy^ darling; the 
moles are gone," they became satisfied 
that they saw boforo them a gigantic 
misfortune that had merged into mad- 
ness, When the Landlord approach- 
ed to take her avmy, sho dropped 
down with a piercing shriek and 
swooned away. She was carried home 
by four men on the stable door, and 
almost as soon as she reachetl her 
father's house, tho pangs of promatuio 
labor suporvonGd. The waif was nev- 
er conscious of existence, and the 
poor young mother was removed, dur- 
ing the latter part of August last, to 
York Asylum hopelessly insane. But 
nothing has been done, toward pun- 
ishing the Seamer sybil or tho igno- 
rant accomplice, Bob Suggett.

Iiaw Taxes Again. 

The exaction of money by tlio Local 
Goveriimout from Buitors in tlio Courts 
of Law uH the price for the privilege 
of using the legal macLinery estab- 
lished for the ouforccmeut of rights or 
defouco against money can only be 
juHtified upon the ground of oxpenae 
to the Government in that departmout 
Jor the beuelit of the suitor. Asa 
juoaua of revenue for general purposes 
it cannot for a moment be justifieil. 
Taxes for such purposes should fall 
equally upon all. Let us examine the 
case to see what return the Govern- 
ment do make to the suitor for the 
money he joays them and compare the 
charges with those made in other coun- 
tries. The Dominion Government 
pays the salaries and travelling ex- 
penses of all the Judges. There are 
no Clerks of the County Courts. The 
Oourtbouse in Victoria where tlie 
Oounty Judge sits is furnished by the 
Dominion. Sheriffs, jurors, witnesses, 
eto., are paid by the parlies. What, 
then, does the Looal Government fur- 
nish towards the administration of 
Justice on the civil side? In the Coun- 
ty Court, nothing. Then why exact 
from each suitor who sues for a small 
sum — say $100 — the sum of $4 when 
he enters his plaint and the sum of $4 
for hearing the case, and for execu- 
tion §1 — in nil. If the Govorunieut 
had done anything for this money then 
there would be some shadow of an ex- 
cuse; but in this case the Dominion 
Govei'nraent furnishes the Judge, the 
Clerk and the Court room. Is this 
not like obtaining money without con- 
sideration or by false pretences? In 
fact it is making the suitor pay twice. 
As a taxpayer of the Dominion he con- 
tributes his quota, however small, to 
the general revenue, oat of which the 
Judges are now paid, and he pays tlie 
Local Government too. Formerly 
he paid the Local Government only. 
But not satisfied with taking the above 
amount when the full claim is recover- 
ed they exact it although the amount 
recovered is less, and in such case 
when the judgment is for debt and 
costs the plaintiil' loses the dillerenco; 
for as against the defendant they only 
tax according to the scale on the 
amount recovered, while as against 
the plaintiff they make him pay ac- 
cording to the amount he claimed. A 
case occurred the other day illuatrat- 
ing this. A party sued in the County 
Court for $250. He thought ho bad a 
fair claim for that amount, and paid 
en entering the claim ?8 50; for hear- 
ing, same amount, in all $17, to the 
Government. At the hearing he ob- 
tained a verdict for a little over i^lOO, 
and in taxing his costs ho was only 
allowed as against the defendant the 
amount he would have had to pay 
Lad he limited his claim originally to 
that amount, viz., Sll 25, bo that the 
plaintiff lost 55 76 which th(3 Government 
took from him. They have not lituitod 
their charges to the amounts actually vo- 
covered, but puniah. the plaintiff ))y 
presumiog to ask more than entitled to. 
Now we know when a party asks lo-^s 
than the full amount of his claim the 
Court will not give him the anioniit 
proved, but hold him to tlio amount 
claimed. Parties when litif^'ating, to be 
safe, always claim enough, and the Court 
feea should not exceed thoBe due on the 
amount recovered, e>en should the ob- 
noxious system be continued. Let us now 
look to the Supremo Court and boo whiit 
consideration the local Government f^ive 
the suitor for the large amounts they ex 
sot from him in the Courts. They do not 
give him the .Judge, but they do ia a 
measure allow him to use Mr. Pooloy, 
bnt oertamly not half of his time, as he 
is clerk of the Orimioal Qourts and those 
Courts furnisli th(( grciitest amount u! 
business and engiig<! more than u niuiety 
of Ilia sorvices. The suitor pays tUe hhi;- 
riff, the jury, ths lipstuff, wilneases, at- 
torney and counsel. It is true the (tov- 
ernment furnish the Courthouse, but, 
8gain,they try criminals there. Tho suitor 
here, as in the County Court, pays twice. 
Firt-t as a oontribut r to the Doininiou 
and second to the local revenue. Is there 
anv reason why w(i shouhi p.iy any- 
tliing in the '.,'iHUity t^ourt, oi- iiiiy t In i; 
like as much in thi! .■Sn|)ii'nii- 
Court as we do. As those charges were 
originally made to pay the Judgun' fees, 
now that the Dominion Government pay 
them, lot lis sweep thi-m away. Cr,\sa,<le 
rationu Icgii lessat ipsd Ic.x, "when tho rea 
son of any law ceii-ses so does the law it- 
self." Itsliould not be forgotten that these 
charges were taken from the Eug)i.->h tariff', 
and are in some oases iu exoess of it, and 
surely a ttrilF fur litigutiou in the riohnst 
country on the earth is ill suited to our 
young province. Tliero are many men 
in Eiigliind whose iiKioines luo more tlitin 
tlio whole revenue of tlio province Then 
they i)iiy llieir County .hidges t;7,500, 
their Puism^ .ludgea S25,0UL(, their Cliief 
Jaetices §aO,000 per auuum. Contrati 
these salaries with those paid our Judges 
and see whether a system of charges 
where such ualaries are paid should bo 
applicable to this young country. 
Ill tlie same proportion the charges 
shoukl 1)0 only one tilth as great as thoy 
aro now; liut with Confederation a gieal 
change has taken place in the reliitiuns 
between the Locsl Government and the 
Judges, and there is no nocosaity for this 
tiiritr at all. Wo aro quite Riiro if the 
Jjoeal ( luvei-ntneuc would intimate to the 
.huiges tliat tliey do not wish to tax tho 
Kuilcu' in this way. the Court woulil H(!ttlo 
tho tariiV suppressing tho charges; hul 
without such instruction wo hardly think 
the Oourt would do so, aH it would bo in- 
terfering with a branch of the revenue of 
the Government. Shoulil the Judges bo 
ODwilling tho Looal Legislature could 
interfere and abolish the charges by an 
Act. - .

The artiido in questioi' s'> 
vorely oriticisoH tha (iuiliord rioters, but 
is silent as to ono of the most unprovok- 
ed ami cowardly assaults on a religious 
sect thai has been perpetrated since tho 
dark days of native Americanism in Phil- 
adelphia. The Guibord rioters had at 
least this excuse: Thoy were armed in 
repelling what thoy conceived to bo an 
aggression against sectarian rights in- 
volving a principle w liicb had time and 
again Ijoen decided in their favor by tho 
local Courts. And this principle will out- 
live tho decision of Privy Councils, for 
it is based on the- inherent right of indi- 
viduals or societies to regulate their own 
affairs or tho conditions on which their 
property can bo held provided they are 
not iu conllict with the coniniou law. 
These conditions wore as well unib^rstood 
by Guibord when be purchased his plot 
of ground in t'ue Cote de:; Niegos ceme- 
tery as thoy aro now by his misguided 
friends. But what excuse can be urged 
in favor of that other class of rioters who 
assault with pistols and stones a harm- 
less jirocossion quietly prooi.'oding from 
church to churcn, giving no atlVont or 
inenaeo, direct or indirect, to anyone? 
Surely insubordination is not peculiar to 
French Canadians. I.i-f ns then liavo no 
moro onesided criticisms or e.\parle stato 
ments, but extend our rebukes to the en- 
tiro olasH of lawless men — not fostering 
that .spirit of clanishnoBs or religious 
bigotry which Burke assures us is the 
high road to national decay. Justfoe. 

Tin-: fiiuuiUH Ilolel du L:)Uvro, says a 
Paris letter, has just binui sold, tog(;ther 
wilii ittj furniture and fittings, and it was 
sold for 17,r)0ll,(l(;i) francs (.^:!, .')()(!, (JlOj . 
What would have been ilono with it if it 
had not been sold can hardly be imagin- 
ed. The site is, of cour.se, valuable still, 
but probably not half so valuable as it 
was wboii a splendid court resided six 
months of tliu year at tlie Tiiileries. Tho 
burning of ho hereditary ])alii('o of the 
French monarchs has ruined all that part 
of tho liuo de Uivoli which extends from 
the Louvre to the Rue Castiglione, and 
tho line of hotels once filled with mag- 
nates and courtiers from all countries, 
havo now lost thoir fasbionablo character 
because thoy aro inconvenient ai:d too 
far removed from the centre of Paris, 
without any eonipensat ing ailv.-uitages be- 
yond a lino viow over tho Tuilories gar- 
dens and tho banks of tho Seine. Ten 
years ago the case was very dilTereut. The 
Bue de Bivoli, between the Placo de la 
Concorde and tho Tuilorios. was then tho 
stale avenue, llio Imperial residence, and 
tho Empress Eugenie was with difliculty 
prevented by [jrinlent counscr from in- 
si.-itiug that all tho householders in the 
Hue lio llivoli should bo comiiolled to 
gild thoir balconies, decorate them with 
ilowors and bang out- j^orgoous tapesti-y. 
Perhaps, after all, it would not havo boon 
a bad business, fur the gayer and more 
sidondid Paris can be made tbo moro vis- 
itors it will attract and the moro money 
will be spent there. The new proprietors 
of tho Hotel de Louvre are also owners of 
the immeuso sloro which is located in tho 
same building. Should thoy turn the 
hotel into a part of their shop thoy 
will ha 70 the largest store in Europe, and 
should they decide to contiiino the hotel, 
they may open the mos convenient board 
and lodging bouse in tho world.
